the 
Great Western Oil company. 
The chief argument on tin* uncon- 
stitutionality of the law made by tin* 
oil companies, was that the inspec­ 
tion of oil cost the concerns more 
than the actual cost of the inspection 
— the amount abov e the cost going 
into the general state funds. 
Attorneys for the state contended 


that the law was reasonable and v alid 
statutory enactment 
for protecting 
residents of the state against fraud 
and imposition and claimed that it 
v iolated neither the state nor the 
federal constitution.

that

federal 
court bad no jurisdiction in tin* c ase 
and that the act was not a rev enue 
measure, as e xpe n se s of the collec­ 
tion totaled more than one-half of 
collected.

State Board of Health Urges That 
They be 
Eradicated 
for 
Sanitary Purposes. 


Indianapolis, 
April 
27.— An

mediate war on rats in the sta te was 
advised by two high sta te officials 
today 
a s a 
measure toward 
in­ 
creasing Indiana’s food supply. Dr. 
J . H. ilurty, sta te board of health 
secretary and 
Frank N. 
Wallace, 
state 
entomologist, 
gave 
warning 
that rat- were costing re-idents of 
the -la te each year enough to feed 
a small-sized army. 
“ Rats destroy a great amount of 
grain and in this year of shortage 
it is essential that no point be over­ 
looked whereby tin* food supply may 
be conserved,” said Wallace. 
"Rats usually have three brood- 
each year and when food i> plenti­ 
ful there are ten or more to the litter. 
Spring traps gi\<* the best 
rc-ult - 
but require frequent -cablings to re­ 
move 
the odor. 
Arsenic may 
be 
mix ed with cheese into a paste and 
this placed on toast, but care must 
be taken to keep it from the reach 
of children or domestic animals.” 
Dr. Ilurty, demonstrating tin* great 
waste by rat-, told of a trip through 
Grant county recently and of seeing 
many 
eornerihs 
which 
were 
being 
attached liv rats, 
lb* -aid that men 
were moving corn from one crib L> 
another and had killed more than 
59 rat-. 
In the bottom of the crib were 
bushels 
of corn 
which had 
been 
chewed by the rat-, who lmd eaten 
the heart from each grain,” he said.
